I ha v e to ld that to people who hav e asked me, •'Well, w’hat’s the 
pla y a bo ut? ” a nd 
they hav e giggled when I told them—but this 
quest of the duck is no comedy. It is bitter, unrelenting tragedy 
and if occasionally there are hilarious and comic situations it is 
merely because true tragedy cannot be kept on an ev en, unreliev ed 
line of starkness. 
Shakespeare knew that and he leav ened his great tragedies with 
frequent streaks of humor. It seems to me that Eugene O’Neill 
likely does not know it, since his tragedies, like “Mourning Becomes 
Electra,” are grim to the point of unconscious humor.

Kale Contains Lots of Vitamins 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

KALE Is a health vegetable 
which should be cultivated In the 
Freedom garden. It hi easy to 
grow and is high in vitam ins A, 
JB, C and Is a good source of Bl. 
Kale also has many uses for It 
can be eaten raw as a salad 
green, cooked as one would spin­ 
ach or used as a garnish for 
other dishes. 
I t is a member of the cabbage 
fam ily but varies In character as 
it is non-heading and has indi­ 
vidual leaves on stem s which 
grow away from the main stalk. 
The entire kale plant ca*i be 
cut and used, or just the larger 
leaves can be removed as they 
develop, in much the same way 
th a t Swiss chard is gathered. 
When kale plants are about 
three inches high, thin them to 
eight or IO inches apart, as iilus-

D warf Curled, or Blue Scotch 
kale, is a popular and widely 
grown variety. It Is highly rec­ 
ommended by nutrition experts 
for Its exceptionally high food 
value. Its leaves are large, finely 
cut and curled.

berian" Is a very hardy kale of 
dw arf grow th with broad thick 
leaves curled on the edges. 
Both Siberian and Scotch kale 
can be left In the ground over 
w inter, lf protected by a straw 
mulch, and cut as desired, or used 
as early spring greens. 
Weeds should be kept clear of 
kale plants and this calls for 
frequent, but shallow cultivation.
